ALGER GROWS IMPERATIVE 


American Commanders Inform Officials Ne- 
gotiations Are Progressing Slowlp. 


GEN. TORAL MAKES NEW DEMANDS 


Spanish Officer Once More Asserts That His Men Must 
Have Their Arms, but This Time He Is 
Willing To Wait Till They 
Reach Spain. 


Washington, July 15.—There was 2 long and anxious walt today to hear furth- 
er news from the commissioners who had been charged to make arrangements for 
the surrender of the Spanish army at Santiago. For eighteen hours no word 
came from either General Shafter or General Miles, although there was the keen- 
est desire on the part of the president and cabinet advisers to Jearn what had 
been done, and particularly to know whether the actual surrender of Santiago 
and the Spanish troops had been carried out. When the cabinet met at 11 
o'clock there was positively nothing from the front which would serve as a guide 
for the deliberations. ; 

It was thought the cable had been interrupted, but on inquiry of Genera] Gree- 
ly, chief sirnal officer, he gave assurance that the cable was intact, Thereupon 
Secretary Alger sent a dispatch asking for the situation up to the latest moment, 
and particularly inquiring as to how far the surrender had proceeded. No answer 
came while the cabinet was in session. In the meantime General Greely had ca- 
tied, and he was the first official to hear from the front. 

A dispatch from Lieutenant Jones, military censor at Playa del Este, 
reported that the message from the secretary of war to General Shaf- 
ter was only six minutes in passing from Washington to Playa. 

The message received by General Greely came at 2:23 p. m., and indicated that 

.) Megatiations. were then im progress, but as the dispateh was submitted to the pres- 
ident, no details were given out. Toward the middie of the afternoon 4is- 
patches from General Miles and Generai Shafter began to arrive in response to 
Secretary Alger’s rather imperative-request. They were not given out in full, 
but such portions as were made public showed that the negotiations were still in 
progress aid that the Spaniards had raised some rather unexvected questions. 

Most important of these was an insistence that the Spanish troops 


should retain their arms when they returned to Spain. 
There was entire willingness on the part of General Toral to turn over the 
arms to General Shafter at the time of the surrender, but this was to be with the 
understanding that the arms were to be returned to the Spanish troops when 
Spanish soil was reached. The authorities here did not regard it as serious or 
as likely to overcome a final settlement, as it was attributteg to the Spanish sensi- 
tiveness against the humiliation involved by the laying down of their arms. At 
the same time, it was a point on which neither side appeared to be ready to 
yield. One of these dispatches from the front, after specifying that this differ- 
ence had arisen, added that it was believed a settlement would be reached before 
the day closed. Genera] Shafter hinrself summed up the situation by saying: 
“It cannot be possible that there will ‘be failure in completing ar- 


rangements.”’ 5 

No question whatever has been raised as to the surrender itself. Not only has 
General Toral agreed to it, but the agreement has been ratified by General] Blan- 
co, at Ilavana, and by the Spanish authorities at Madr'd. 

Gereral Greely received another dispatch at 5 o’clock p. »., containing the 
information that Colonel Allen had landed the shore end of the signal corps ca- 
ble at Playa del Este from the cable steamer Adrian. Colsnel Allen was not al- 
lowed to lard at Playa on account of the Adrian coming from an infected district. 
All were well on board, but no one was allowed ashore. Colonel Allen returns 
this evening to Baiquiri to repair the French cable at that point and establish 4 
regular communication between Playa and Santiago de Cuba so that the army will 


be in telegraphic communication with W ashington as soon as the city is surren- 
dered. 

The perplexing problem now to be solved is how to carry out the 
pledge made by General Shafter to remove the Spanish solaiers who 
surrender to Spain. 

It‘ would have been no easy undertaking to remove the 20,000 men across the 
Atlantic under the best corditions, but the repcrts that indicated the existence of 
yellow fever among the Spaniards threatened all kinds of difficulties. After aH, 
it was decided to be only a matter of money, and if the price offered is large 
enough steamship lines can doubtless be found to undertake the transportation. 
At the best, several weeks probably will be required to remove the Spaniards, so 
that it will be necessary to maintain a considerable proportion of the American 
army in the neighborhood for some time to come. Still, being under no care to 
protect themselves against the foe, the American troops can be so disposed as 
to make themselves very comfortable in comparison with what they have under- 
gone, and by removing them into the hills just jin the rear of Santiago it is be- 
lieved that the danger of an extension of the yellow fever will be reduced so far 
that it will no longer be cause for grave apprehension. 

The surgeons’ reports describe the disease as of a mild type and it 
is said that these will readily yield to a change of location into higher 
and cooler ground. 

With all of our disposition to be on friendly terms with the British, our na- 
val officers are quick to resent the allegations made to the effect that Dewey 
owed his marvelous success at Manila to the employment of English gunners whom 
he had engaged at fabulous wages at Hong Kong before he sailed for Manila.

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TORAL'S TROOPS MUST GIVE U 
OR RENEW THE FIGHT WITH AMERICANS 


Midnight Conference at the White‘House Results in Instruc- 
tions to General Shafter To Allow No 


More Temporizing. 


Washington, July 15.—After an extended conference with the president tonight at which three other members o 


the cabinet were present, Secretary Alger said: 


“The situation is just this: The Spaniards at Santiago are prepared to surrender, but they want to carry 
their arms. We have deterntined to grant no such concession, nor any concession except the generosity of 


this government to transport them to Spain.” 
Secretary Alger was asked if it was not the expectation that when it was known that no other terms would be grant- 
ed the surrender would take place, and he replieq that such was the case. In any event no other concession would be af- 


It was nearly 1 o'clock when the conference at the white house adjourned. Besides Secretary Alger there wae pres- 


ent Secretaries Bliss, Wilson and Postmaster General Emory Smith. Adjutant General Corbin was present during the last 


Secretary Alger did not say how much time would be allowed the enemy t©® reach a conclusion, but it is known that 
the administration will make it very short and submit to no further parley with General] Toral. 

The next move is surrender upon the terms which the United States government proposes or immediate 
attack upon the Spanish forces by the army and navy. 
when Adjutant General Corbin left the white house for his home, he was yet with- 
out definite information from General Shafter concerning the surrender of Santiago. 

In accordance with the decision reached at the conference with the president he sent instructions to General Shafter 
that nothing but an unconditional surrender by General Toral would be satisfactory to this government. 

In view of Shafter’s last dispatch no fear: is felt that the negotiations for the surrender of the forces in Santiago 
city will not be prosecuted toa successful conclusion. General Toral, it is known, at first insisted that his men should be 
permitted to carry their arms with them to Spain. This concession General Shafter declined to grant. Toral has modi- 


fied his @emand regarding the arms and has presented a petition that the arms taken from his men be returned to Spain 


As indicated tn Secretary Alger’s statement above given the petition has been denied by this government. 
The unusual deiay which has puzzled the war officials is accounted for by the 
in surrendering that part of the forces in his command which are not in the city of Santiago.

COMMISSION STILL AT WORK 


Twenty Thousand Prisoners Will Be 
Cared for by Shafter 


MEN ARE TO BE SENT TO SPAIN 


American Commander Would Not Al- 
low Any Demonstrations by Our 
Troops When the Informa- 
tion Was Sent Along 
the Line. 


With the United States Troops Before 


July 15.—The reverses to the Spanish arms 
in eastern Cuba are complete. Santiago has 
fallen and with it all the eastern end of 
the island. General Toral, the Spanish 
commander, agreed to the general terms of 
the surrender at a personal interview with 
General Shafter this afternoon, at which 
General Miles was present. 

The victorious American army, after a 
campaign of three weeks of almost unprec- 
edented hardships for both officers and 
men, accepts the news with heartfelt relief. 
The victory is greater than appeared at 
first. All the Spanish troops in the Fourth 
corps, the military division of Santiago 
province from a line drawn north from 
Acerraderos, eighteen miles west of San- 
tiago, through Las Palmas, Palmas Sori- 
ann, Alcantara, to Sagua de Tanamo, on 
the north coast and eastward to Cape 
Maysi are surrendered and the territory 
is abandoned. Between 18,000 and 20,00 
Spanish prisoners are taken, about 10,000 
of whom are in Santiago. The remainder 
are at Guantanamo and others are gar- 
risoned in the towns of eastern Ouba. All 
these troops are to be embarked and sent 


back to Spain under parole. 
Shafter Is Well Pleased. 


General Shafter bears his honors modest- 
ly. To a correspondent of the Associated 


Press he said: 
‘“‘The enemy has surrendered ail the ter- 
ritory and troops east of Santiago. The 
terms were dictated from Washington. It 
has been a hard campaign, one of the 
hardest I ever saw. The difficulties to con- 
tend with were very great—never during 
our civil war were more difficult problems

lantly. They fought like heroes and I am 
proud to command them. During all the 
hardships they have suffered they have 
shown resolution and spirit. They deserve 


to conquer. 

“The resistance of the enemy has been 
exceedingly stubborn. General Toral has 
proved himself a foeman worthy of any 
man’s steel. 

“The negotiations which culminated 
the surrender of 
dragging on for (*& days with the inter- 
mission of Sunday r/nd Monday, when our 
batteries and fleet mbarded the enemy’s 
position. Throughout these periods of truce 
General Toral has shrewdly. played for 
time, always declining to surrender uncon- 
ditionally and falling back when hard 
pressed, upon the statement that he was 
simply a subordinate and powerless to 
agree to the proposals without the sanc- 
tion of his superiors except under penalty 
of being courtmartialed. At the same time 
he seemed to intimate that personally he 
thought it useless to hold out any bonger. 
But he and his garrison were soldiers, he 
6aid, and could die if necessary, obeying 
orders.*’ 

No More Temporizing Allowed. 

It was at the personal interview held by 
General Shafter with General Toral yester- 
day that the American general made the 
Spanish general understand that temporiz- 
ing must cease, and before noon today a 
categorical affirmation to his offer must 
be receive or the bombardment of the city 


would begin in earnest. 

In the meantime all our plans had been 
perfected. The delay had been utilized to 
good advantage. Our lines had been ex- 
tended until Santiago was nearly surround- 
ed and our light batteries had been so 
posted as to be able to do more effective 


work. 

In addition arrangements had been made 
to land troops at Cabanas, west of the 
entrance to the harbor of Santiago. 

The Spanish batteries opposite Morro cas- 
tle were to be bombarded and stormed, 
their guns were then to be turned upon 
the city, and General Lawton’s division at 
the same time was to fall on the enemy’s 
left flamk under the cover of our artillery 
fire. We could then have enfiladed their 
lines and driven them into the city. Gen- 
eral Toral must have realized that he was 
trapped and that to hold out longer meant 
a useless sacrifice of his men; but he made 
one last effort to gain more time this morn- 
ing. While nomimally yielding to the terms 
General Shafter proposed, before 8 o’clock 
he sent a communication to General Shaf- 
ter, inclosing a copy of a telegram from 
Captain General Blanco saying that the 
surrender of such an important position as 
Santiago and the abandonment of eastern 
Cuba would require the direct sanction of 
the Madrid government, and requiring 
more time to hear from Madrid. At the 
same time Captain General Blanco author- 
ized General Toral, if it was agreeable to 
the American general, to appoint commis- 
sioners to meet like commissioners on the 
American side to arrange the terms of the 
capitulation of the forces under his com- 
mand, the condition of their parole and 
transportation to Spain pending the sanc- 
tion of Madrid. He also communicated 
the names of the commissioners he had 
selected, namely, Robert Mason, the Brit- 
ish vice consul; General Toral’s chief of 
staff, Colonel Fontaine, and General] Esca- 
rajaro. : 

Ambiguity Was Eliminated. 

The communication Was so ambiguous 
that it might all be upset by the refusal of 
Madrid to sanction the terms agreed to by 
the commissioners, and General Shafter re- 
solved to have all the ambiguity removed 
before proceeding further. At 11 o’clock he

London Newspaper Correspondents

“London, July 15.—The Madrid correspon- 
dent of The Times says: ~ 

“The royal decree temporarily suspend- 
ing the rights of individuais as guaranteed 
by the constitution will probably make a 
greater fmpression abroad than at home. 
The Spaniards know very well that the de- 
cree will not inconvenience the quiet and 
well-disposed portion of the population. 

“The news of the capitulation of Santiago 
was received too late for comment by the 
morning papers It causes disappointment 
because it was hoped that although Gen- 
eral Toral was in a desperate condition, 
the spread of yellow fever might in a few 
days have compelled the Americans to 
raise the siege and retire. 

“Regarding the prospects of peace Senor 
Sagasta, interviewed by a representative 
of El Correspondencia Militar, is repre- 
sented as saying: 

“It is certain, most eertain, that the 
government has endeavored to ascertain 
extra officially the disposition of the Wash- 
Ington cabinet respecting a pacific solution, 
but for the moment I can say absolutely 
nothing because the enemy might wrongly 
suppose that we desired peace at any price 
and accordingly show himself more exact- 
ing. I have read the proposais cabled to 
El Imparcial which are supposed to have 
been communicated by President McKinley 
to M. Gambon, the French ambassador at 
Washington. These conditions are so hard 
that I considered them inadmissible. The 
government has news of other proposals 
that are much more acceptable.’ 

“In reply to a question as to whether he 
intended to remain in office to conclude 
peace, Senor Sagasta said that such was 
his intention, and, he added, respecting the 
ministerial crisis made this statement: 

“I can affirm catagorically that it does 
not officially exist, and that there is no 
danger of its arising so easily as the press 
indicates.’

One minister expressed the conviction that official overtures for peace will 
be made before Sunday and there is reason to believe France has offered her 


' services to Spain and that Spain has drawn up conditions for peace which er

Premier Sagasta is quoted as sayiing that Spain wants peace, but fhat “it 
must be an honorable peace, as Spain deserves. 4 


“The army,” he added, “is anxious to resist to the last, but the gov- 
ernment cannot consent to stich a useless sacrifice.

A decree of the captain general of Madrid, which has been affixed to the walls 
of this city, says decrees suspending the constitutional guaranteees throughout 
the kingdom ‘have been published, anda estate of war existing, it is ordered that 
no meetings take place without the previous authorization of the military authori- 
ties. It is also forbidden to publish without previous authorization any writings, 


engravings or designs whatever. 
The decree concludes with specifying the punishment which will be meted out 


to those who disregard the orders issued. 
The minister of war, General Correa. is quoted as saying, in an interview, 


that he thought peace might be arranged on the following terms: 
‘“‘The United States and Spain to agree to let the Cubans decide by a plebiscite 


whether they desire independence or autonomy under Spain, the two governments 


to agree to abide by the result of the plebiscite. 


“In the event of the Cubans voting for independence, the United States to 
allow Spain nine months in which to withdraw her army gradually and dignifiedly 


from Cuba, as soldiers should after having fought Hke heroes.” 


Continuing, the minister for war said: 
“We ought to retain Porto Rico at all costs, In order to be always near Cuba, 


of which the Americans will be. able to despoil us in course of time, and in or- 
der to more easily communicate with the South American republic, which daily 


displays great enthusiasm for Spain. 
“As to the Philippine islands, it is certain we will retain them, even though 


the Americans succeed in occupying Manila, of which place their occupation 
would be most brief. An official dispatch announces that the rebel chiefe and 


the Americans will not always agree, which is to Spain's advantage. 
“The government thas formed ascheme which will not only assure Spain 
the possesison of the Phillppine islands, but which will re-establish tranquility.” 


On leaving the cabinet councti this evening the ministers professed still to be 
withou't confirmation of the reported capitulation of Santiago. Owlng to the 
state of siege the censorship of dispatches is extremely rigorous, and numerous 
messages are held back. 

All parts of the peninsula are officially described as “tranqguil.”” 

Don Carlos is expected to issue a manifesto here. Genera] Weyler hag abal- 
doned his intended journey and will remain in Madrid. . 

Irene Incident Causes No Comment, 

London, July 16.—The Berlin correspondent of The Times says that the Irene 
incident is hardly commented upon there, but the fact that no official denfaj is 
forthcoming is worthy of note. The North German Gazette declares that so far 
as it knew, no confirmation of the incident has been received in official circles, 
The National Gazette dismisses it as “a rumor intended to create bad feeling be-

City of Puebla and Peru Start on Their 
Way io the Philippines, 


SHIPS WILL STOP AT HONOLULU 


People of the Slope Give the Troops 
a Grand Send Off as the Boats 
Pull Away from the West- 
ern Coast of United 
States. 


San Francisco, July 15.—The fourth Ma- 
nila expedition is under way. Shortly after 
4 o'clock this afternoon Major General 
Otis, from his flagship, the City of Puebla, 
signaled the transport Peru to get under 
way. The signals were understood by the 
anxious watchers on shore and by those 
who had surrounded the two vessels in 
small boats, and were received with great 
cheering. 

As the two vessels got under way the 
cheering increased in volume and to the 
@ccompaniment of hundreds of steam whis- 
tles and the firing of bombs and cannon 
the two vessels proceeded slowly down 
the bay past the water front and out to 
sea. 

The soldiers on the transports crowded 
into the rigging and answered the cheer- 
ing of the civilians with hearty go0d will 
and responded to the dipping flags of the 
merchant vessels by waving their hats 
and handkerchiefs. 

As the two vessels and the small feet 
accompanying them passed the forts the 
big guns from the batteries sent forth 
their thunder in salute, to which the trans- 
ports responded with théir steam sirens. 

Long before dusk the last goodby had 
Deen said to the departing vessels from 
the decks of the tugboats, and the heavily 
laden transports proceeded on their way 
to Honolulu, where they will stop to par- 
ticipate in the annexation ceremonies and 
to take on fresh provisions and retill their 


_ coal bunkers.

will probably be prepared to sail by next 
Thursday. The loading of commissaries 
on the two vessels began today.

They were fearful lest the statistics from there might show an increasing 
number of cases, but were gratified today when a dispatch came from Surgeon 
Greenleaf, a member of General Miles’s staff, saying that during the past twenty- 
four hours there had been only twenty- three new cases. | | 

This was in marked contrast with the reports for the previous twenty-four 
hours, which showed a much greater spread, and with Surgeon Greenleaf’s state- 
ment that the general character of the disease is mild, the officials are led to 
hope that its ravages will be Hmited and that the disease will be kept within 
bounds. Surgeon Greenleat’s dispatch is as follows: 

“Siboney, July 15.—Only twenty-three new cases of yellow fever and three 
deaths raported within the past twenty-four hours. Type of disease mild. Camp 
site moved whenever practicable. Have taken vigorous sanitary precautions to 
prevent the spread of the disease.’’ ‘ 


The attitude assumed by the German naval commafffers in the Phil- 
ippines is without doubt a source of annoyance and apprehension to our 


government. 

The spirit of quibbling, as between the insurgent forces in the Philippines, at- 
tributed to the German government by its own paper, is far from satisfactory to

Still, our government is satisfied t hat its interests are safe in the hands of 
Admiral Dewey, and is adhering to its original intention of allowing him a free 
hand to deal with the situation. Until he himself asks for action on the part of 
the government, it is not the purpose to make any representations on the subject 


of the Philippines to the German g0v ernment. 
Dewey Wants Chinese To Have Citizenship, 


Admiral Dewey’s recent mail com munication to the navy department has 
given the most generous recognition to all those who participated in any way 
on board of the American ships during the battle of Manila, including a specific 
recommendation as to the Chinese Who are serving in various capacities. ‘l'his 
recommendation, affecting a matter of citizenship, was turned over by the navy 
department to the state department, where the following statement was made 
today: | 

“In further proof of the nobility of oharacter of Admiral Dewey is his recom- 
mendation to the United States government as to the Chinese servants and 
other Chinese who were on the ships of his squadron during the battle at 
Manila and who rendered most efficient service on that occasion and behaved in a 
most exemplary manrer. He seems to think that men who have battled for our 

country should not be excluded from it. In referring to these Chinese he says 
3 that they showed such courage and energy in the face of the enemy that they 
are certainly worthy the treatment accorded citizens of other countries who 
have not exposed their lives for the country in which they seek citizenship. He 
is decidedly in favor of recognizing these brave and useful Chinese in such a 
way as shall admit them to the United. States in case they desire to enter it and 


become citizens of it.” 


NO PEACE PLANS HAVE BEEN MADE 
TO THE OFFICIALS AT WASHINGTON

Washington, July 15.—‘‘There have been no overtures for peace received by 
any United States embassy or legation abroad or by the department of state at 
Washington,” 

That was the statement made by a member of the cabinet who is thoroughly 
familiar with the conditions as they exist today, and was called forth by various 
reports that ranged all the way from an announcement that the basis for a treaty 
of peace already had been reached, to the more guarded declaration that the 
Spanish government had conveyed in an unofficial manner to the United States an 
intimation of some of the concessions it was prepared to make to secure peace, 

The prospects for the speedy institution of peace negotiations have brightened 
decidedly since the collapse of the Spanish fleet at Santiago. 

President McKinley gave strong hope for peace. Responding to congratula- 
tions on the success of the Santiago campaign, he said: 

vat | hope for early peace now.’ 

In the course of other interviews he gave voice to the same sentiment, not 
expressing his entire belief, but a strong hope that peace would come. 

Shafter Acquaints Alger with Situation.

Washington Officials Will Soon Have 
Problem to Solve. 

Washington, July 15.—The political status 
of Santiago, its method of government and 
administration, is now receiving earnest 
attention from the authorities here, for 
with the acquisition of several thousand 
équare miles of Cuban soil, with a large 
commercial port and harbor as its center, 
it becomes necessary to determine how it 
shall be administered. For the present it 
is expected that the military authorities 
will have entire direction of affairs, both 
at tlago city and the outlying country. 

When the details of the surrender are 
carried out there will be time to consider 
the larger question of the permanent 
status of this tract. If the precedent of 
Manila is followed a military official will 
be designated to administer affairs at San-

General Shafter held a regular levee be- 
fore he dismounted and was congratulated 
and camplimented by all. He immediately 
appointed General Wheeler, General Law- 
ton and Captain (Miley to be commissioners 
on his behalf to treat with those appointed 
by Genera] Toral. He then issued orders 
to permit the troops to retire from the 
trenches, but absolutely forbidding any one, 
sokiier or civilian, from going into the 
Spanish lRines.

Cubans Are To Be Watched.

MERRITT PASSES HONOLULU.

Honolulu, July 8—The transports arrived 
yesterday, closely followed by the Newport. 
There was a slight accident to the ma- 
chinery of the latter on the way down, and 
as a result she was hove to for several 
hours. After she arrived it Was given out 
that she would coal as fast as possible and 
hurry to Manila, without regard to other 
vessels of the expedition in port.

The Speaker thinks the 
events presages: the end of the war, but 
describes it as ‘‘a stroke of good fortune 
which the Americans had no right to ex- 
pect.”” It adds: 

“The terms of surrender are not dishonor- 
able.

The Saturday Review explains its change 
of attitude in favor of America and de- 
clares all its original antagonism was pro- 
duced by “America’s aggressive humor,” 
while its present attitude is a somewhat 
“tardy, but tngrudging admission of 
Amer!¢ay courage and humanity.”

DEMANDS QUICK SETTLEMENT. 


Italian Squadron Is Now in Colombian 
Waters To Enforce Award. — 
Washingtton, July 15.—The state depart- 


“ment has been informed that the Italian 


squadron under Admiral Candiani has 
reached Colombian waters, preparatory to 
rnaking a demand on the republic of Colom- 
bia for the immediate payment of the .$250,- 
000 awarded by President Cleveland to Tr- 
nesto Cerruri, an Italian citizen. 

The department has been officially ad- 
viseq that the admiral’s instructions are 
confined to making a “complete and speedy 
settlement”’ of the award by the president 
of the Uniited States. Hig instructions go 
not go to the extent of directing him to 
seize the custom house at Carthagena, as 
was first reported. 

It is said by officials, however. that when 
a government directs an admiral to make a 
demand, the appearance of his squadron in 
{tself is a demonstration of force and a 
threat that unless settlement is made the 
squadron is prepared to enforce settlement 
in a summary manner, Although the ad- 
miral is now prepared to exert force, the 
impression prevails at the department to- 
day that a settlement wil be reached with- 
out the actual display of force. Although 
not officially admitted, the intimation is 
made that since Colombia requested the 
good officés of the United States, they 
have been, exerted to the extent af sug- 
gesting to the Colombian government that 
a settlement was desirable. 

Will Await Colombian Congress. 

Rome, July 15.—Admiral Candiani, it is 
stated, has been instructed to await the 
opening of the Colombian congress at Bo- 
gota, on July 2tn, before taking any defi- 
nite action with reference to enforcing the 
Cerruti claim. 


Italian Squadron on the Move.

SEVEN SPANISH PRISONERS DIE. 


Harvard, with-Its Load of Spaniards, 
May Be Sent to Quarantine. 

Portsmouth, N. H., July 15,—The auxil!ary 
cruiser Harvard, having on board 1,008 
Spanish prisoners, arrived in Portsmouth 
harbor this morning. The port physicians 
boarded the vessel and in company with 
the Spanish doctor made an inspection. 
His visit disclosed the fact that nearly 
half of those on board are ill. 

Six Spaniards died on the passage from 
Santiago to Portsmouth, another deatn 
occurred this afternoon, and three pa- 
tients were not expected to live. There 
were forty serious cases in the sick bay 
and forty equally as bad in other portions 
of the ship. All these patients are said to 
be victims of malarial fever, with which 
disease those who died were affected. 

The doctors completed their examina- 
tions this afternoon. They found that 
there was nothing more serious on board 
than malarial fever. Ag soon as the Span- 
iards have been removed tomorrow, the 
Harvard will be thoroughly disinfected. 

The Spaniards that died on the voyage 
were buried at sea with the usual salute 
of three guns fired by the guard. 

The tenth death among the prisoners oc- 
curred this afternoon, and like others, it 
was ascribed to malarial fever. The bodies 
of thé two prisoners who died fhis morn- 
ing were sealed up in canvas bags and 
then taken down the hharbor and out to 
sea six miles, where they were consigned 
to the deep with the usual] formalities. 

It seems to be admitted that the fever 
on board the big cruiser is not of a con- 
tagious type, for if such had been the case, 
the Harvard would ‘have been ordered 
away from the city. . 


POLICY ;OF ISOLATION IS DEAD. 


Senator Davis, Chairman of Foreign 
Relations, Discusses Situation. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 15.—Senator Cush- 
man K. Davis, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations, arrived home 
from Washington just in time to be wel- 
comed by the news from Santiago. 

“It is a great victory for the American 
arms,”’ he said, “the fall of the city is a 
splendid accomplishment and carries for- 
ward finely the operations planned by our 
strategic board. Tihis amply vindicates the 
judgment of our commanders at the front 
in sparing a conflict which must have re- 
sulted in great loss of life. Une-half of 
Cuba ‘has passed from the Spanish posses- 
sion beyond dispute. 

‘This clears the way for the projected 
move upon Porto Rico, which I trust will 
begin at once. Porto Kico is a much more 
desirable possession tnan Cuba, more 
healthful and the land is pleasant. I have 
no doubt Porto Rico will soon be ours, 

“The flag will not be lowered from 
Hawaii, and the fate of the Philippines is 
linked with the destiny of the republic. This 
nation in the near future is to become the 
leading factor in international politics. We 
cannot retreat to our former policy of isola- 
tion.” 


BIDS FOR TRANSPORTATION. 


Government Will Return Spanish Sol- 
diers by Contract. 


Washington, July 15.—Concerning the 
transportation to Spain of the 25,000 pris- 
oners surrendered to General Shafter, Colo- 
nel Hecker, in charge of the question of 
transportation, said late today that no final 
decision had been reached. 

The general opinion, however, is that ad- 
vertisements wil) be published here and 
abroad inviting proposals for the transpor- 
tation of the men to Spanish territory. 

Any objection which the Spanish govern- 
ment may raise to receiving the troops 
because of their having been exposed to 
yellow fever may be met by pwmrviding for 
their quarantine at Spanish ports before 
landing. 


LaBINET IN SESSION TWO HOURS 


Dispatches from the Front Were Laid 
Before the Body. 
Washington, July 15.—The ¢abinet was 
in session almost two hours today. There 
were several dispatches laid before the 
members, but it is said none were of any 
pafticular importance save one from Gen- 
eral ‘Miles, who wired some details as to 
what was wanted in the way of mnmvement 
of troops from here, and the shipment of 

some horses and supplies. 

The royal decree of suspension of indi- 
vidual rights in Spain gave rise to some 
discussion as to the outlook for peace. 
Secretary Day, however, reported there 
were no overtures of any kind, so far made 
known to him. Detailed dispatches follow- 
ing up the announcement of the surrender, 
were eagerly awaited, but did not come.

Railroads Are Preparing To Handle

THE DECORATORS AND CARPEN- 
ters have ccmpleted their work in the big 
exposition auditorium and the mammoth 
building, complete in every respect, is 
ready for the coming of the veterans. 
The vast building will accommodate 10,000 
persons, and the platform is so arranged 
that it will be possible for every person in 
the audience to hear. The acoustics of the 
building are excellent and another necessa- 
ry feature—ventillation—hag been looked 


after. 

The building is in perfect order and con- 
dition and so far as it is concerned, the 
veterans could come this morning and not 
be disappointed with the arrangements. 
The auditorium is in the agricultural build- 
ing, on the western side of Exposition 
park. This building was selected for this 
purpose because it is not only one of the 
largest buildings in the park, but for the 
reason that it is within only a few steps 
of the main entrance to the park and in 
close touch with the street cars. 

The geats are arranged in amphitheater 
style. As one enters the building, the in- 
terior of the auditorium is shut out from 
view by a wooden wall, about fifteen feet 
high. Steps lead to the top of the wail and 
then bursts upon the view the 10,000 seats, 
which gradually lead down to the level of 
the platform. The platform is on the west- 
ern side of the building in the center. There 
will be geats for 20 on the stage, and 
these seats, like the seats in front, are 
elevated so that a perfect view can be se- 
cured of everything and verybody. 

Just opposite the platform and across 
the building will be the band. The band 
6tand has been constructed and in addi- 
tion to the members of the band there will 
be several reserved seats. 

The decorations of the building are su- 
perb. Thousands of yards of bunting and 
colors were necessary for the big under- 
taking. From the center of the roof is sus- 
pended many streamers that run down to 
the corners of the building. Pictures, 
shields and banners ore hung in profusion 
throughout the building and everywhere 
are the flags and colors. There are pic- 
tures of nearly all the famous confederate 
generals and the effect is one of great 
beauty. | 

The aisles in the auditorium are covered 
with saw dust and this will prevent any 
loud noise. The suggestion to put saw dust 
on the floor was a good one and it suc- 
cessfully destroys the nvise that otherwise 
would have been very annoying. The ventil- 
lation to the building is good and the sky- 
lights are so arranged as to make it pos- 
sible to almost open every square foot of 
the glass roof should the occasion arise. 

In the Sleeping Quarters. 

The transportation building at the park 
has been temporarily turned in to a dor- 
mitory and the indigent veterans who 
could not have come to the reunion had it 
not have been. for the forethought of the 
reunion association in providing free enter- 
tainment for them, will find comfortable 
sleeping quarters in this building. 

Sometime ago the reunion association con- 
tracted for 1,000 double mattresses. These 
Mattresses have been made and were de- 
livered and accepted yesterday morning. 
The mattresses, which will accommodate 
two sleepers each, will be placed in the 
building in long rows. On the floor. will 
be excelsior, which will protect the mat- 
tresses and at the same time act as a 
spring. 

“There will be a double bolster with each 
mattress, but no sheets or coverings, as 
the weather will be warm enough to make 
these unnecessary,” said Colonel Waddell 


‘yesterday. “‘We have arranged everything 


that is possible for the care and comfort 
of the indigent veterans and we want them 
to understand that they never had a more 
royal welcome extended them than ‘s now 


awaiting them in Atlanta.” 


The Veterans’ Mess Hall.

BURNS TO DEATH 
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Fate of Miss Charlte Thompson, 
of Decatur, Last Night 


SE SUFFERED MUCH PAIN 


Lighted Candle Exploded a Can of 
Gasoline She held. 


EXPLAINED HOW ACCIDENT OCCURRED 


“T Am So Glad It Was I Instead of 
My Sister,’’ She Said—Screams 
Were Heard fora Half Mile. 

She Died After Hours 

, of Agony. 
—~ 
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MISS CHARLOTTHR THOMPSON, A 
young lady, aged twenty years, was ter- 
ribly burned at Decatur about 9 o’clock 
last night by the explosion of gasoline, 
from the fatal ecects of which she died at 
2 o'clock this morning, 

The accident was extremely tragic and 
pathetic. In a moment’s time a lovely 
young woman, whose physical beauty was 
the admiration of friends and relatives, 
was burned beyond recognition, and one 
who was cultivated and gifted and who had 
all that made life desirable was suffering 
agonies that only death relieved. 

There was scarcely a person in all the 
town of Decatur who was awake that did 
not hear the ecreams ot the young lady as 
the flames wrapped about her, for it was at 
a quiet hour of the night and her piercing 
shrieks were heard tor more than half a 
mile away, People hastened out of their 
houses and those living in the near neigh- 
borhood ran to the dwelling from which the 
agonizing crivs were coming. 

(Miss Thompson had been left alone down- 
stairs in her home. She lit a piece of 
candle and by the light attempted to fill a 
bottle with gasoline from a tin can. The 
gasoline exploded and the whole room was 
immediately enveloped in flames. Her 
clothes caught fire and she dashed from 
the room and called for heip. The draught 
caused by her fight only made the fire burn 
more rapidly and when she reached a sleep- 
ing apartment on the first floor she. was 
maddened with pain and rolled herself upon 
the bed. 

Her scredms brought her 
mother downstairs and the former tried to 
tear off the burning clothing and was her- 
self burned about the hands and face. 

Was Under a Burning Mattress. 

Mr. Pau! A. Johnson, who was visiting at 
a house opposite the Thompson residence, 
reached Miss Thompson about the same 
time that her mother and sister came down 
stairs. He found the house so filled with 
smoke that he could scarcely breathe. He 
tried to find the unfortunate young lady 
in the bedroom, where he wae told she had 
He saw that the bed linen had been 
a mattress was on the

sibly be under the burning mattress and 
linen. While he was still looking for her 
Messrs. L. L. McClesky and E. D. Jenkins 
came to his assistance and tcgether they 
took hes out from under the mattress, 
which was on fire. 

She was terribly burned over her face and 
budy, there not being a piece of clothing 
which she had on which had escaped the 
flames. 

She was taken to the home of a next 
door neighbor and Drs. J. H. Goss and C. 
J. Ramsey were summoned. They did 
what they couid to relieve her sufferings, 
placing her under the influence of opiates. 

When she was first taken from under the 
mattress Miss Thompson was conscious 
and recognized Mr, Johnson, saying to him: 

‘Paul, I am so glad you helped me, and 
isn’t it fortunate that this fearful thing 
didn’t happen to my sister?’’ 

The fire wm the room where the fatal 
accident occurred was extinguished with a 
few buckets of water by neighbors who 
came in and the damage to the building 
was slight. The house is on Railroad ave- 
nue, a quarter of a mile west of the Agnes 
Scott institute, and is owned by H. C. 
Austin. 

How the Accident Occurred. 

At 9 o’clock last night Mrs. John W. 
Thompson and her young daughter, Miss 
Mildred; went upstairs to retire for the 
night, leaving the elder daughter, Miss 
Charlotte, to follow them later. Mrs. 
Thompson had asked Miss Charlotte ‘to get 
a bottle of gasoline and take it upstairs for 
use in a gasoline stove. 

Down stairs in a small back room Miss 
Charlotte lit a candle and placed it om a 
table. A small bottle was placed on the 
tuble and a funnel! fixed in the neck. From 
a tin can she began pouring the gasoline. 
In some way the gasoline exploded and the 
whole room seems to have been instantly 
enveloped in flames. 

The young lady, enveloped in a sheet of 
flame, ran into an adjoining room and 
threw herself upon a bed and then, in her 
fearful suffering, she pulled the bed clothes 
and mattress from the bed and rolled her- 
self up in them on the floor. The mattress 
caught fire and was blazing and smoRing 
when she was taken out. 7

The soldiers are all en- 
camped on the reservation and are learn- 
ing practical camp life, They do their 
own cooking and line up for meals three 
times a day.

John L. Teat Swallows a Large Quan- 
tity of Morphine and Almost Suc- 
ceeds in Taking His Life. 

John L. Teat, a young man well known 
in the city, attempted suicide last night 
about 12 o’clock.

Army Hospital Train Arrived Last 
Night from Tampa,

NINETY PATIENTS RECEIVED 


Thelr Condition Is Much Worse Than 
the First Arrivals, 


WHAT THE MEN HAVE TO SAY 


Large Number Were Carried Through 
the City En Route to Fort Thomas. 
Another Train of Woundefl 
Expected at Fort Mc- 
Pherson Soon. 


WOUNDED AND SICK SOLDIERS 
from Santiago and Tampa arrived in the 
afty last night shortly before 9 o’clock. One 
hundred and sixty-four men were on the 
train, and about ninety were left at Fort 
McPherson. The remiainder were sent to 
Fort Thomas, Ky., where they will be 


given proper treatment. 

The soldiers left at Fort McPherson last 
night are those who were in the worst 
condition when the ‘train arrived, and it 
is thought several will die. A few were 
able to walk to the hospital supported by 
members of the hospital corps, but the ma- 
jority were taken to the wards on Iiift- 
ters, and a number were unconscious. 

The physicians announced that it was 
impossible for some of the patients to re- 
cover, and it is more than probable that 
several deaths will occur within the next 
The train was due to arrive 
at the post early in the afternoon, but 

delay occurred, owing to other trains 
blocking the way, and it was between 8:30 
and 9 o’clock when tthe post was reached. 

There were no officers among the wound- 
e@ or sick, all holding commissions having 
been sent up on the first train. It re- 
quired several hours to take the soldiers 
from the hospital ‘train last night on ac- 
count of t he large number who had to be 
carried on litters: and the entire hospital 
corps was in service, 

During the time that the soldiers were 
being taken to the wards the enlisted men 
stood by and aided all they could. There 
were many words of sympathy. roughly 
spoken, but which came from the hearts 
of the men, and everything possible was 
done to demonstrate what they felt for 
the sick and wounded soldiers. 

No one was allowed to enter the coaches 
and guards were placed at every door, 
but this €@id not prevent communication 
between those on the train and the men 
at the post. The men crowded around 
the windows of ‘the cars, and the stories 
of the battle of Santiago were reto’d by 
the new arrivals. All along the line of 
coaches arms were poked out of windows 
and every wounded man found a dozen or 
more clamoring to shake his hand. 

The ladies of the garrison met with a 
disappointment last night when the hos- 
pita] train arrived, but it will not stop 
them from caring for the sick and wound- 
ed. Although lIittle mention has been 
made in the newspapers of the acts of 
kindness done for the soldiers by ‘the la- 
dies of the post, jt is a fact that they great- 
ly aid in the care of the hospital patients, 

EXvery day delicacies are sent from the 
officers’ quarters to the hospital and are 
distributed under ‘tthe direction of the hos- 
pital stewards. When the ladies find that 
clath for bandages, bedding and other ar- 
ticles necessary for the proper care of 
the patients are lacking, because of the 
unavoMable delay on the part of govern- 
ment officials in sending them, they are 
furnished. 

Having heard that the wounded soldiers 
who arrived several days ago in charge of 
Major Richards and his chief surgeon, Cap- 
tain Stiles, were exhausted and ill-fed, 
through no fault of theirs, howéver, the 
ladies presumed the men who arrived last 
night would be in the same condition, and 
partly for this reason and partly because 
they desired to demonstrate the'r apprecia- 
tion for the services fendered by the sol- 
diers, they had refreshments for the pa- 
tients. 

With no little e¥pense and after much 
worry the ladies arranged to give the 
wounded men hot coffee, lemonade, jellies, 
bread and cakes. It is announced that they 
did not do this from charity, because they 
believe that no one in the service of the 
government is in need of charity. 

The ladies intended serving this lunch 
themselves and waited for the train for 
several hours, but when it was discovered 
that the hospital train would not arrive 
until after dark the serving of the’ lunch 
was left with Chaplain Nave, of the Fifth 
infantry. 

When the train arrived the ladies were 
near to witness the vanishing of the feast 
they prepared for the goldiers. Major 
Richards was applied to for permission to 
allow the serving of the lunch to such 
soldiers as would not be harmed by eating, 
but he refused, saying, it is said, that he 
had had the charity act played upon him 
once before and that he did not intend to 
submit to it again. 

The ladies were greatly disappointed and 
felt not a little aggrieved. The lunch’ was 
sent to the hospital for distribution among 
the wards 4nd so will still be of service. 

Mrs. Albert Steiner, hearing of the com- 
ing of the hospital train, sent to the post 
yesterday a large quantity of clothing, 
sheeting and bandages. This package was 
directed to the ladies of the garrison for 
distribution and Mrs, Steiner was heartily 
thanked for her thoughtfulness. 

When the’ soldiers arrived from Santi.go 
several days ago Major Blair D. Taylor 
telegraphed the war department that he 
could take but a few more patients at 
present. A number of men have since 
been discharged from the hospital, ttow-

Few of Small Denomination Can Be 
Obtained at the Revenue 
Office. 


No war tax stamps have arrived in the 
city for the past four days and the em- 
ployees of the revenue department are 
much worried at the delay on the part 
of the government. Orders for stamps of 
all denominations are coming in daily 
and many of them the revenue department 
is unetble to meet. 

Stamps to be used on checks or papers 
of exchange are not hard to obtain, since 
all the banks in the city have laid up a 
supply of them for the use of their cus- 
tomers. 

Collector Rucker has been expecting a 
large shipment of stamps for the last week 
and unless they arrive in the next day 
or two the supply on hand will have given 
out entirely. 

Small denominations of both proprietary 
and documentary stamps are the ones 
most needed at present and for which 
the greatest demand is being made. ‘Ihe 
only small stamps that can be obtained 
at present are the 2-cent proprietary and 
the 3, 5, 10 and 2hcent documentary. 

No idea. however, is entertained at the 
revenue office that any detriment togpusi- 
néss will be done, if no stamps can be 
had to comply with the law. Goods amen- 
able to the tax can be sent to their desti- 
nation and the shipper taxed the proper 
amount when the stamps arrive.
